HERE is the exclusive picture that 
reveals new French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy has been forced to 
back down and allow an asylum 
seeker centre to be built at Calais. 

It is a bitter blow for Britain from the man 
who pledged not to open another refugee 
camp across the Channel. 

M Sarkoz/s U-tum comes in the week a 
TV station in Belgium sparked speculation 
he had been drinking before attending a 
press conference as news footage showed 
him looking disorientated following a meet¬ 
ing with Russian premier Vladimir Putin. 

The move to construct the centre is a major 
blow to immigration services in Kent who 
believe the old centre at Sangatte was simply 
a place for illegal immigrants to wait and plan 
their trip across the Channel and into Kent. 

In the run-up to his election last month, M 
Sarkozy - who closed down the old Sangatte 
centre four years ago - promised there would 
be no new centre. 


Plans for ‘Sangatte 2’ have been leaked by a 
Calais council official because of widespread 
concern in the town over the new building. 


An insider said: “The location is at a cross¬ 
roads where lorries have to slow down to 
turn right and is a favourite spot where asy¬ 


lum seekers try and enter the backs of Kent- 
bound lorries. 

“The same road has been the location for 
many attacks on British lorry drivers. 

“Haulage firms tell their drivers now to keep 
away from this road, but every time there is a 
problem on the port approach road, French 
police divert lorry traffic down the road.” 

But this week officials in Calais said the 
centre will be going ahead. 

M Sarkozy repeatedly stated his opposition 
to the plans and in his pre-election pledges 
the right-winger promised to work alongside 
UK authorities on the controversial issue. 

The scheme was thought to be in disarray 
after the election - but communist mayor of 
Calais Jacky Henin has forged ahead with 
the plans, revealed here for the first time, 
which include facilities for around 500 
refugees, including showers, toilets, dining 
areas and information desks. 

It will be on land currently used for dog 
training and the huts will be prefabricated - 
meaning more could be added at short notice. 

However, even some town officials in Calais 
are upset. One said: “The truth is very few 
people in Calais - except for the mayor and 
the charities - think this is a good idea. 

“Most people have appalling memories of 
Sangatte and we just don’t want to run the

risk of going back to a situation like that. 

‘We are sure the new centre will become a 
big attraction for people determined to cross 
the Channel illegally.” 

The original Sangatte saw 67,000 migrants 
pass through it from 1999 until it shut down 
three years later. 

Government estimates in the UK say the 
number of people trying to smuggle them¬ 
selves into Britain dropped from 10,000 to 
1,500 a year since the centre closed its doors. 

But the Mayor of Calais says the new centre 
is vital as the number of refugees sleeping 
rough around the town has increased - to 
around 500 at any one time. 


Most come from troublespots such as Iraq, 
Afghanistan, Somalia and Eritrea. 

Conservative MP for Ashford Damien 
Green, who is also his party’s immigration 
spokesman, added: “Opening this centre is a 
very bad move. 

“It is disappointing the French Government 
is allowing this to happen.” 


Richard Ashworth, Conservative MEP 
for the South of England, said he feared 
organised people traffickers would focus on 
the centre. 

He said: “It will become a makeshift 
refugee camp on the British border, with 
detrimental consequences for both the 
refugees and the residents of the UK.”

Hall’s American trip 


Visit will ‘generate millions in tourism*

KENT COUNTY council spent 
nearly £11,000 on two trips to 
America by officers and a senior 
politician, it has emerged. 

The details were released to Kent on 
Sunday following requests made under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

They show it cost £3,657 for Cllr Alex King, 
KCC’s deputy leader, to travel to Virginia for 
nearly a fortnight last month for a trip that 
took in the Queen’s visit - though he believes 
his trip could bring millions of pounds of 
tourism revenue to the county 

Four other KCC officers assisted with 
“arrangements” for an Anniversary Weekend 
from May 11-13, marking 400 years since the 
first permanent English settlement was 
established at Jamestown, Virginia, by people 
from Kent and eastern England. 

Meetings 

They also helped prepare for Kent’s pres¬ 
ence at the Smithsonian Folklife Festival in 
Washington DC. 

The most senior of the officers, Rebecca 
Casson, executive director of the Jamestown 
2007 British Committee and head of Kent- 
Virginia Development, was seconded to the 
governor’s office in Virginia. 

Her time in the USA from April 28 to May 
15 cost the taxpayer £2,945. 

Cllr King was in Virginia from May 2-15 for 
the Queen’s visit, Anniversary Weekend and 
a series of business meetings, said KCC. 

His premium economy flights with Virgin 
Atlantic cost £966 and his accommodation 
was £1,751. He spent £785 on taxis and 
hire cars, although KCC said he is unable to

drive at the moment due to an eye condition. 

Mrs Casson was in America “for a variety of 
business meetings to further the Kent- 
Virginia links and in connection with the 
Queen’s visit and Anniversary Weekend”. 

Her flights, using British Airways World 
Traveller Plus, were £638 and accommoda¬ 
tion cost £1,828.

m them claimed £5,292 for flights, insurance, 
I accommodation, subsistence/hospitality and 
8 taxis and hire cars. 

The combined cost of Cllr King and the offi¬ 
cers’ trips was £11,894, of which £1,835 went 
on taxis and hire cars and £5,794 was spent 
on accommodation. 

Cllr King said that the visits would bring 
back investment to Kent worth millions of 
pounds. 

“The opportunity that Kent has had as a 
result of our involvement in the American 
anniversary is enormous. 

“The Queen’s visit and Anniversary 
Weekend and meetings that I and others did 
in between are about seizing opportunities. 
They’re about actually building the profile, 
getting people to understand that Kent is in 
there big time.” 

He added: “I’m expecting to be able to 
generate something in the order of £15m to 
£20m in tourism alone.” 

But Cllr Mike Eddy, leader of the Labour 
group on KCC, said: “It’s just yet another 
example of KCC wasting public money on 
trips around the world.” 

He said that costs could have been kept 
lower by having less officers take part in the 
visits. The trips were paid for from KCC’s 
regeneration fund. 

KCC confirmed that its officers are due to 
return to America for the Smithsonian festi¬ 
val itself, which runs later this month and 
in July 

Taking place in Washington DC’s National 
Mall, between the Capitol Building and the 
Washington Monument, the event is attend¬ 
ed by more than one million people.

On the highway 
to big savings 

UNWANTED materials leftover from road 
works are being recycled by Kent Highway 
Services. 

More than 28,000 tonnes of materials 
that would have otherwise gone to landfill 
have been recycled over the past year - 
saving £100,000. 

A further 36,000 tonnes were rescued 
from new construction and highway proj¬ 
ects. 

Materials recycled include green waste 
such as tree debris and vegetation, scrap 
metals like sign posts and drain covers, and 
excavated materials including concrete, 
kerbs and paving slabs. 


Hospital closure 
saves Elm a year 

THE path has been cleared for the old 
part of Royal Victoria Hospital in 
Folkestone to be sold off in a cost-cutting 
exercise. 

It was draining East Kent Hospitals NHS

million a year, even though it is practically 
empty.

Money from the sale will provide new dig¬ 
ital X-ray equipment and pay to refurbish 
parts of the hospital.

A BRAVE pilot sacrificed his 
own life when he steered his 
World War Two Spitfire away 
from crowds of people at an air- 
show, an inquest has been told. 

Hero Martin Sargeant, 56, got into trou¬ 
ble when the engine of his plane started to 
cut out in mid-air during an air show in 
Rouens, northern France. 

But the father-of-three, from Goudhurst, 
was forced to make a last-minute diversion 
when he realised the landing strip that was 
supposed to be kept clear for emergencies 
was full of people watching the aerobatics 
display. 

Realising the crowds would not disperse 
in time for his emergency landing he tried 
to swerve his plane towards another run¬ 
way - but it was too late. 

An inquest held at Tunbridge Wells 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday heard how 
the wartime plane crashed in the airfield and 
burst into flames - killing him instantly. 

The plane was seen smoking shortly 
before it crashed and it exploded on impact 
on June 4, 2001. 

Giving evidence at the inquest fellow pilot 
John Romaine said: “There had been a 
briefing for all the pilots at lunchtime 
where we were told there was an emer¬ 
gency grass landing strip we could use if we 
encountered any problems. 

“At 4.20pm we were strapped into our 
aircrafts. Martin was in front of me by a 
couple of seconds - I was in the aircraft at 
the back of our formation. 

“Then I saw plumes of smoke and heard 
Martin say he had a problem. He broke 
away from the formation and because pilots 
tend to look together I broke away too and 
followed him. 

“He started to head back to the airfield. I 
moved away to give him space. I heard him 
call out over the radio that there were hun¬ 
dreds of people on the landing strip. 

“His plane was descending with no power. 
It is not the easiest plane to fly with no 
engine. Had the runway been clear he 
would have been able to land it perfectly. 

“From the air the whole area just looked 
inundated with people. 

“He decided to try to head for the tarmac 
runway instead. The next time I looked 
there was a plume of smoke where his 
plane had crashed.” 

An investigation by the Air Accident 
Investigation Branch showed Mr 
Sargeant’s engine had problems with the 


magnetos which had caused the failure. 

Senior inspector Stephen Moss said the 
plane’s magnetos should have been part of 
the pre-flight check by the pilot. 

A magneto acts like a car’s spark plug - 
providing a spark that explodes a charge of 
gas into the plane’s cylinders. 

Coroner Roger Hatch recorded a verdict 
accidental death. 

He said: “Mr Sargeant took all the possible 
steps to land his aircraft in an emergency. 

“Why it was the general public were 
allowed to be on the grass I have been 
unable to find out. 

“It is clear that Mr Sargeant tried to change 
his plans and head for the alternative run¬ 
way, but without any power either the engine 
turned off or cut off left him with very few 
alternatives, and the accident took place.” 

He apologised for the six-year delay in 
holding the hearing, but explained to the 
family he had no co-operation from the 
French authorities. 

Dream 

Eleven Spitfires and a Hurricane had 
taken part in the display near the northern 
city of Rouen - the first to bring together 
such an important collection of World War 
Two planes in France since the war. 

Mr Sargeant was an experienced pilot - 
and his family described how it had always 
been his dream to fly a Spitfire. 

Speaking after the inquest Mr Sargeant’s 
son Donald said: “He was a wonderful man, 
a great husband, father and boss. We miss 
him terribly. 

“The fact is that the emergency landing 
strip should have been clear - if it had been 
we would not be here today.” 

Mr Sargeant’s tragic accident happened 
just a day after three other pilots were 
killed in two crashes at the Biggin Hill 
Airshow in Kent. The famous airshow was 
suspended after the lone pilot of the World 
War Two Bell King Cobra fighter died in a 
fireball just 100 yards away from onlookers. 

The day before, two men were killed when 
a De Havilland Vampire crashed during a 
display at the same show.

Translated into a 
cost of £540,000 

Interpretation services that come at a price 


COUNCILS in Kent spend nearly 
£540,000 a year on translation 
and interpretation services, Kent 
on Sunday can reveal. 

We asked authorities in the county and 
Bromley and Bexley about the costs after a 
government minister said they should be cut 
to encourage immigrants to learn English. 

Councils were resorting to translation serv¬ 
ices “too frequently”, Communities Secretary 
Ruth Kelly said. 

But Conservative politicians said it was 
unrealistic to call for the costs to be dramati¬ 
cally cut back. 

In Kent, the county council spends the most 
on interpreting and translation services - 
£400,000 a year. 

The second highest was Bexley Council 
with £70,000, Bromley was third with 
£31,000 and Medway Council came fourth, 
spending £27,000 a year. 

Dr Tony Robinson, Kent County Council’s 
cabinet member for children and families, 
criticised Mrs Kelly’s comments. 

He said more than three quarters of the 
money the council spends on translation is 
for unaccompanied, asylum-seeking children. 

“This is an essential service, and it is sim¬ 
ply unrealistic to suggest that we could mas¬ 
sively cut spending on it,” said Dr Robinson. 

“If we do not understand what these chil-

dren say, nor they us, we cannot provide them 
with the services that they need.” 

He said that KCC already controls costs 
‘Very rigorously”. The translation services 
contract was recently awarded to Kent Top 
Temps Ltd, a company wholly owned by 
KCC, which has allowed it to save money, 
said Dr Robinson. 

Nationally, more than £100 million is spent 
by UK councils on translation and interpreta¬ 
tion. Some authorities offer translation in up 
to 15 foreign languages. 

Vulnerable groups 

KCC’s £400,000 costs are claimed back 
from the Government. In all, the county coun¬ 
cil, Medway Council, Kent’s 12 district coun¬ 
cils and Bromley and Bexley councils, annu¬ 
ally spend £539,029 on translation and inter¬ 
pretation, based on figures they gave to KoS. 

Caroline Spelman, the Tories’ shadow 
Communities Secretary, told KoS that some 
of the money could be better used to teach 
immigrants English, but she said a ban on 
translation services would be unworkable. 

“Channelling some of this money into teach¬ 
ing immigrants English would be a more effec¬ 
tive use of funds and would enable them to 
play a more active part in society,” she said. 


“However, there should not be a blanket 
ban on translation as it would have the unin¬ 
tended consequence of leaving vulnerable 
groups like trafficked people and victims of 
domestic violence more isolated than ever.” 

Mrs Spelman said it was important that 
government ministers clearly set out what 
services they want councils to provide - and 
where the money is coming from. 

Migrants’ inability to learn English is the 
biggest hurdle to integration, a report by the 
Commission on Integration and Cohesion 
this week warned. The study was commis¬ 
sioned in the wake of the July 7 bombings. 

In an interview with The Politics Show on 
BBC1, Mrs Kelly said: “I think speaking the 
language is absolutely key. 

“Something the commission looked at 
specifically is whether we should be translat¬ 
ing from English into different languages as 
a matter of routine. 

“I do think translation has been used too 
frequently and sometimes without thought to 
the consequences.” 

She added: “It’s possible for someone to come 
here from Pakistan or elsewhere in the world 
and find that materials are routinely translat¬ 
ed into their mother tongue, and therefore not 
have the incentive to learn the language.” 
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40k of cocaine 
seized at port 

ALMOST two million pounds worth of cocaine 
has been seized at Dover docks. 

Around 40kg of the drug was found in a car 
that arrived at the port on Thursday morning. 

The following day, garage owner Mark 
Bunton, 51, from Caxton Road, Hoddesdon, 
Hertfordshire appeared at Dover Magistrates 
Court. 

He was charged with the illegal importation 
of cocaine and was remanded in custody to 
reappear at Dover Magistrates on 21 June. 

Cannabis factory 
raided by police 

A MAN has appeared in court after a cannabis 
factory in Sidcup was raided by police who 
took away around 450 plants. 

Along with the plants, officers found a large 
quantity of hydroponic equipment, vital for cul¬ 
tivating the plants indoors in Betterton Drive. 

Around £4,000 of electricity had been stolen 
to grow cannabis. 

Huang Ba Hung, 30, of no fixed address was 
arrested on Wednesday, charged with produc¬ 
tion of illegal drugs and diverting electricity. 

On Thursday he admitted the charges at 
Bexley Magistrates Court and was remanded 
in custody until he is sentenced at crown court. 


■ A MAN who jumped from a window and 
fell to his death as police arrived to serve 
him with a warrant, has been named. 

Relatives have identified him as Jason 
Saunders, who was 38. 

A post mortem concluded he died from mul¬ 
tiple injuries consistent with a fall and an 
inquest has been opened and adjourned. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission is managing a Kent Police inves¬ 
tigation into Mr Saunders’ death.

The pursuit of perfection 
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Fire death probe 

A MURDER investigation has been launched 
after two people were found dead at the scene 
of a house fire. 

Police were called to the blaze at a bungalow 
in Croxley Green, Orpington, just before 6am 
on Saturday, June 9. 

Two bodies were found at the scene - 
Norman Hawkins, 59, who lived in the bunga¬ 
low, and local man Lee Scamp, 21. 

Post-mortems found Mr Hawkins died of 
multiple injuries and Mr Scamp was killed by 
smoke inhalation. 

Care homes boost 

MORE than a third of Kent residential and 
nursing homes are being given money by the 
Government to improve the quality of life for 
older people in their care. 

A £1.9 million Dignity in Care refurbish¬ 
ment fund is being shared by 144 care homes 
in Kent. 

Care services minister Ivan Lewis said: “By 
distributing this funding to 144 care homes in 
Kent and to 7,000 throughout England, we are 
able to improve the lives of tens of thousands 
of people and their families.” 

M25 work begins 

WORK has begun on widening Junctions lb to 
3 of the M25. 

The scheme, from near Bluewater Shopping 
Centre to the junction with the M20 near 
Swanley, is due to finish in autumn 2008. 

Workers will widen the M25 between 
Junction 2 (southbound slip road) and 
Junction 3 (M20) from three lanes to four in 
each direction. 

The M25 between Junctions lb and 2 will be 
extended from two lanes to three. 

Making the cut 

A HEALTH minister officially opened a new 
NHS treatment centre that will help cut wait¬ 
ing times for operations. 

The Mid Kent NHS Treatment Centre, with¬ 
in Maidstone Hospital, was opened by Andy 
Burnham on Thursday. 

The centre has a dedicated surgical facility, a 
purpose-built endoscopy unit, and is already 
carrying out more than 100 surgical and 
endoscopy procedures a week. It also provides 
up to 160 chemotherapy treatments a week. 

Barnes is back 

THE WOMAN in charge of overseeing Kent’s 
police force has been re-appointed. 

Ann Barnes, chairman of the Kent Police 
Authority, will continue in the role for a third 
year. 

She and other authority members are sup¬ 
posed to monitor police performance, and set 
local policing priorities and targets. 

The authority sets the force’s budget and is 
responsible for ensuring good relations 
between the police and communities. 


Family of sex 
attack victim 
reveal their 
‘nightmare’

A TEENAGE girl who was near¬ 
ly stabbed to death by a man 
who fantasised about sexually 
assaulting women has welcomed 
his conviction. 

Speaking for the first time since being 
attacked by Peter Anscombe, 29, in 
Orpington last September, Carley Furness, 
18, said: “I hope he gets what he deserves.” 

Anscombe is currently waiting to discov¬ 
er how long he will serve behind bars. 

Anscombe followed Miss Furness, who 
was 17 at the time, off a bus before grab¬ 
bing her as she took a short cut through 
Priory Gardens park. He stabbed her and 
sexually assaulted her, before running off 
when a passer-by shouted at him to leave 
her alone. 

The healthcare assistant, from 
Orpington, had struck just days before in 
Bromley, attacking a woman in a town cen¬ 
tre car park - also in broad daylight. 

“I can’t understand why someone would 
want to do this to me,” said Miss Furness. 
“I would never want anyone to go through 
what I have had to. I hope he gets what he 
deserves.” 

Life-saving surgery 

The judge in Anscombe’s case lifted 
reporting restrictions in place for a victim 
of sexual assault after Miss Furness decid¬ 
ed to waive her right to anonymity 

In a joint statement issued by the 
Metropolitan Police, Miss Furness’ parents, 
Theresa and Gary, described their “night¬ 
mare” ordeal. 

(t We have found the trial hard, hearing 
the horrific details read out in court and 
reliving those days after the incident before 
Anscombe was caught. 

“One thing has kept us going - we still 
have our daughter. She’s alive. 

“It has been a nightmare for our family.” 

Miss Furness was stabbed once in the 
throat and once in the stomach, and was in 
intensive care for nine days after life-sav¬ 
ing surgery. She needed a series of massive 
blood transfusions and her jaw was wired 
up due to injuries she received when she 
fell to the ground. 

She was on her way to work at the 
Dorothy Perkins clothing shop and would 
not normally have walked through the 
park. Her plumber father Gary, who usual¬ 
ly took her to work on Saturdays, had gone 
on an emergency call-out. 

The bus she usually took stopped near 
her workplace in Orpington High Street, 
but it had been diverted because of road¬ 
works. 

Anscombe’s previous victim, four days 
before, was a 39-year-old woman who had 
returned to her vehicle in Bromley’s Civic 
Centre car park just after 11.45am to drop 
off some bags. As she opened the boot, she 
heard a horn beeping at her. It was anoth¬ 
er motorist trying to warn her there was a 


man standing behind her. 

Anscombe grabbed her and she fell to the 
ground as they struggled. The victim 
screamed and the other motorist continued 
to sound her horn and shout causing 
Anscombe to panic and flee the car park. 

Officers believe Anscombe had fantasised 
about sexually assaulting women for some 
time. 

When police searched his home they found 
evidence showing he had been a regular visi¬ 
tor to internet sites glorifying rape and sexu¬ 
al violence against women in fictional stories. 

From one of these sites, Anscombe had 
downloaded and saved a story about a man 
stalking a beautiful young blonde girl. One 
day, he follows and repeatedly rapes her. 


Both his victims were blonde. 

Jag Shah, of Bromley Crown prosecution 
Service, said: “Although the first attack was 
less serious, the attack on Carley Furness 
was extremely violent, leaving her with two 
major stab wounds. 

“Curley’s decision that day to change her 
usual travel pattern very nearly cost her her 
life.” 

On Monday, a jury found Anscombe guilty 
of common assault on a 39-year-old woman 
and inflicting GBH with intent and sexual 
assault on a 17-year-old girl. He is due to be 
sentenced on July 27.

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‘Too many unaware 
of Tour shutdowns’ 

Residents still in the 


dark over disrup tion 


RESIDENTS could be 
trapped in their homes by 
the Tour de France because 
they do not understand the 
extent to which roads will 
be closed for the event, a 
council fears. 

Dartford Borough Council is wor¬ 
ried that many people have not 
received details from the county 
council about the cycling race, which 
arrives in Kent on Sunday, July 8. 

More than 10,000 households in 
the borough will be affected by road 
closures 

Cllr Patsy Thurlow, Dartford 
council’s portfolio holder for leisure, 
said: “I’m sure lots of people think 
the roads will only close for a few 
minutes, but it will be at least three 
hours and more likely four or five. 

“I’m sure the organisers have a lot 
to do, but we are concerned that 
many local people simply don’t 
know what the road closures will 
mean to them and we are not very 
happy about this situation.” 

Residents living along the route, 
but particularly near Burnham 
Road, Temple Hill, East Hill and 
Waterstone and Ingress Parks are 


being advised to check road closure 
arrangements. 

Although the race is scheduled to 
come through Dartford at 11.30am, 
local roads will start being closed 
from around 7am. 

The closures are being managed 
by Kent police, in association with 
Kent Highways and Kent County 
Council. 

Communications 

A mailshot was sent out by KCC 
in March, but Dartford council 
believes many affected residents 
have not fully taken on board the 
impact of the closures. 

A spokesman for KCC said more 
than 300,000 letters were sent to 
residents along the route of the Tour 
de France throughout the county on 
March 31. 

He said the county council has 
been liaising with councils about 
arrangements for the Tour since 
before Christmas. 

More than 200,000 leaflets have 
been printed by KCC about the Tour 
route and 10,000 posters put up to 


alert local people. 

‘Work is ongoing to keep local res¬ 
idents informed and many house¬ 
holds affected along the route will 
be contacted personally in the final 
weeks of preparations,” said the 
spokesman. 

“KCC will continue with communi¬ 
cations about the Tour’s arrival in the 
final weeks.” 

Stage one of the Tour will start in 
central London on July 8 and then 
travel through Bermondsey, 
Deptford, Greenwich and Erith 
before entering Kent. 

In Kent, it will pass through 
Dartford, Medway, Maidstone, 
Tonbridge, Tunbridge Wells and 
Ashford, before the finish against 
the backdrop of Canterbury 
Cathedral. 

The event last came to Kent in 
1994, attracting hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of spectators to welcome rid¬ 
ers as they raced from Dover 
through Folkestone, Canterbury, 
Ashford and Tunbridge Wells on 
their way to the stage finish in 
Brighton.

in Afghanistan’ 


Teen loses parents to Taliban, makes a 
new life in England and wants to go to 
university - but the Home Office tells him 
he must go home. By JAMIE McGINNES 


AN AFGHAN orphan, whose 
parents were murdered by the 
Taliban, faces being sent back to 
the war-tom country because the 
Government insists it is safe. 

Husien Panahi, 19, came to Medway four 
years ago and is now in the sixth form at 
Chatham Grammar School for Girls. 

The Home Office want to send the A-level 
student, who was hoping to go to university, to 
Kabul, but Husien fears it is not safe. 

A Red Cross report this week warned of 
growing insecurity in Afghanistan, with vio¬ 
lence spreading across the country. 

The organisation’s international committee 
called for action by all involved in the conflict 
to prevent civilian casualties. 

Spokesman Pierre Kraehenbuhl said: 
“There’s been an intensification of the fighting 
- it has spread to new parts of the country, so 


it’s no longer confined to the south. 

“It’s a worrying situation.” 

Teachers and pupils at Chatham Grammar 
and Greenacre School in Walderslade, which 
Husien previously attended, are battling for 
him to stay. 

Since he has been in England, Husien has 
learned English from scratch and been an 
“outstanding” pupil, said Vaughan Lewis, a 
teacher at Chatham Grammar. 

Law-abiding 

Mr Lewis said the school had received sev¬ 
eral letters of support for Husien, who he said 
has raised a great deal of money for charity 
through activities he has organised and had a 
“highly-developed social conscience”. 

However, Mr Lewis said: “All of this, togeth¬ 
er with the fact that he is law-abiding, 
respectful and decent, counts for nothing with 
the Home Office. 

“In their judgement, the disruption caused 



to his life by returning him to Kabul - where 
he has nothing and nobody - would be propor¬ 
tionate when balanced against the need to 
control immigration. 

“It seems to me that to have your parents 
murdered and to have to start from nothing 
and build up a life, only to have it taken 
away by a British Government agency, is 
disproportionate.” 

Husien is from the small Afghan village of 


Mijah, in Oruzgan County, near Kabul. He 
grew up as the only child in a small family 
and received a good education until he was 13, 
when his father was taken by the Taliban and 
his mother was shot dead. 

His father’s body was returned to the village 
four months later and Husien was looked 
after by neighbours for more than a year. 

Fearing for Husien’s safety, and recognising 
his potential, village elders suggested moving

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Hope yet for Hartley 


THE Home Office could reverse 
a decision ordering Hartley 
Alleyne to leave the country. 

The former West Indies, 
Worcestershire and Kent crick¬ 
eter, who teaches the sport at St 
Edmund’s School in Canterbury, 
was refused a work permit. 

The Home Office said Mr 
Alleyne, 50, was not qualified to 
teach cricket because his experi¬ 
ence did not equate to the 
required two A-levels. 

But there were signs this week¬ 
end that the Government depart¬ 
ment had begun backtracking 
on that decision, which has been 
met with widespread dismay 
in Kent. 

Jeremy Gladwin, headteacher 
at St Edmund’s, revealed in a 
letter to parents that immigra¬ 
tion authorities had now assured 
Mr Alleyne that he will not be 
“summarily expelled”. 

He had been due to leave the 
UK this week. 

Julian Brazier, Tory MP for 
Canterbury and Whitstable, said 
he was confident there were still 
other routes open that would let 
Mr Alleyne stay. 

“It’s far from lost,” he said.

Mr Alleyne, who lives at the 
boarding school, has an English 
wife, two sons aged nine and five 
and a 24-year-old daughter living 
in the country. The Barbados- 
born former cricketer has lived 
in the UK for 29 years and consid¬ 
ers it his home. 

He told Kent on Sunday that he 
was trying to remain upbeat 
about his chances of staying. ‘Tm 
not going to let it get me down. 


“Although I’m stressed out I 
can’t really walk around looking 
serious. I’ve got to keep smiling.” 

He said on Friday that he was 
waiting on his lawyers to see 
what his next step should be. 

In his letter to pupils’ parents 
and staff, St Edmund’s head¬ 
teacher Mr Gladwin thanked 
them for their support in the 
campaign to keep Mr Alleyne in 
Britain. 

Mr Gladwin added: “There will 
be more media coverage in the 
coming weeks. I hope that we will 
weather the storm and succeed 
in keeping Hartley.” 

He went on to explain how Mr 
Alleyne has apparently been given 
a reprieve by the Government. 

“In the meantime, immigration 
have assured Hartley that he will 
not be summarily expelled and 
will have time to sort things out.” 

Mr Brazier said the Home 
Office should be concentrating 
on deporting immigrants who 
were not contributing to society. 


“What makes me really angry 
about this is that I’m dealing with 
a series of cases of people who do 
need expelling. 

“The whole system seems to be 
stacked against people who are 
making a worthwhile contribu¬ 
tion,” he said. 

David Knight, deputy head¬ 
teacher at St Edmund’s, said staff 
and parents were optimistic Mr 
Alleyne would be allowed to stay. 

“We are supportive of Hartley 
and recognise all he’s done for 
British cricket and schoolboy 
cricket over the years, and are 
still confused about why the 
Home Office took the step that 
they did to suggest that he could 
no longer stay with us.” 

The Home Office said they do 
not comment on individual cases.

to Britain, so they sold his house and belong¬ 
ings to pay for his journey from Afghanistan. 

As Husien was under 16 he was unable to 
take the flight to the UK, so he had to travel 
across Europe. 

He arrived in the UK in February, 2003, 
where he joined a foster family and attended 
Greenacre School for just over two years. 

As well as learning English, he passed 11 
GCSEs including five at grade B, earning a 
place at Chatham Grammar School for Girls, 
where he has studied three A levels. 

Husien, who was hoping to go to university 
in September, said: “I have nothing in 
Afghanistan - my life is here now. 

“All I want is to be allowed to take up my 


place at university. I really enjoy learning and 
have never turned away the opportunity to 
learn something new.” 

He added: “Everybody is very kind giving me 
their support.” 

Easy targets 

Mr Lewis said: “What this is really about is 
the wish of the Home Office to be seen to be 
doing something about immigration. 

“If their success is measured by the number 
of deportations then people like Husien - the 
ones the country should be begging to stay - 
are soft and easy targets because they are 
decent and law-abiding and register with the 
authorities.” 


Husien had his latest Home office hearing 
on Thursday. The full hearing of his asylum 
immigration tribunal is on June 28. 

Bob Mar shall-Andrews, Labour MP for 
Medway, is among those backing Husien’s 
fight to stay in the UK. 

A Home Office spokesman said he could not 
comment on individual cases, but added: “If an 
application is refused there is a right of appeal 
to the independent appellate authorities 
against that decision. 

(t We would not remove someone with an 
outstanding appeal.” 
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Police funding refused 


THE Government has rejected 
pleas for more cash from Kent’s 
top policeman. 

Chief Constable Mike Fuller 
met policing minister Tony 
McNulty last week and put the 
case for extra funding. 

It followed the Government’s 
decision last year to reduce fund¬ 
ing for Police Community Support 
Officers (PCSOs) in Kent by near¬ 
ly half, from 474 to 273 posts. 

But Mr McNulty said Kent 
would not be given more cash. 


Mr Fuller said: “PCSOs are 
already making a significant differ¬ 
ence to communities and our neigh¬ 
bourhood policing programme is 
well underway. 

Ann Barnes, chairman of Kent 
Police Authority, accompanied Mr 
Fuller at the meeting. 

She said: “I’m disappointed for 
taxpayers. The authority obvious¬ 
ly feels let down by the outcome. 

“But unfortunately, due to finan¬ 
cial difficulties the Home Office is 
unable to provide extra funds.”

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Police killed

THE inquest into the death of a 
woman who was gunned down by 
a police marksman after brandish¬ 
ing a BB gun in a town centre has 
been opened.

The cause of death was 
determined as a gunshot wound 
to the chest. 


War hero still 
reaching for 
the sky at 84 


Hollywood Flvbovs get a doqfiqhtinq 
lesson from a real squadron leader

A WARTIME fighter ace took 
to the skies 62 years after 
shooting down “scores” of 
Germans, to show the stars 
of Hollywood blockbuster, 
Flyboys, how it was done. 

Squadron Leader Doug Gregory, 
84, flew Spitfires, Beaufighters and 
Mosquitoes during World War Two. 

He was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for the 
large number of Luftwaffe fighters 
he blew out of the sky during the 
Battle of Germany and the D-Day 
invasion of 1944. 

Mr Gregory is Britain’s oldest dis¬ 
play pilot, and demonstrated the art 
of dogfighting in a SE5A bi-plane as 
part of the Great War Display Team 
during the Biggin Hill International 
Air Fair last weekend. 

He took to the skies in the replica 
World War One fighter at the former 
Battle of Britain fighter base, on the 
preview day of the air fair, to show his 


skills to the producer and one of the 
stars of wartime aviation epic, 
Flyboys. 

The blockbuster, starring Spiderman 
villain James Franco and Leon assas- 
in Jean Reno, premiered at 140 cine¬ 
mas around Britain - including a 
glitzy red-carpet Leicester Square 
event - hours after the demonstration. 

It is based on the true story of the 
Lafayette Escadrille, a squadron of 
American pilots who volunteered to 
fly in France before the US joined 
World War One in 1917. 

Blockbuster 

Devlin, producer of Stargate, 
Independence Day, Godzilla and The 
Patriot, said: “It was great to meet 
Doug and see him in action today, 
he’s an amazing character. 

“This film took seven years to get 
to the screen, but I thought it was a 
story worth telling as the guys of 
Lafayette Escadrille risked their citi¬ 
zenship as the US government did 
not want them to take partin the 
war. 

“They helped to invent aerobatics 
and I think this film will set the bar 
for cinematic dogfights from now on. 


“Lots of movies tend to be about 
how America saves the world and 
people are fed up with this. 

“This film is a story about individ¬ 
uals who came over to help out and 
try to get accepted by the British 
pilots, who were much better.” 

Flyboys was shot on location in 
England and used Spitfire legend 
and former Red Arrows leader Ray 
Hanna as aerial co-ordinator, before 
he died from natural causes aged 77 
in Switzerland. 

Devlin said: “It was Ray’s last big 
project. He was an amazing man and 
one of the most accomplished pilots of 
our time.” 

Actor David Ellison, one of 
America’s top aerobatic pilots, said 
the film allowed him to combine his 
passion for acting and flying. 

He said: “I started flying on my 
13th birthday and was hooked from 
when I went upside down for the 
first time aged 14. 

“To be able to combine my two 
passions was a dream come true. 
The insurance company would not 
let me take part in the stunts as an 
actor, but I was allowed to do more 
than my co-stars.”

Grammar school 
backing praised 


TWO Kent Tory MPs have wel¬ 
comed their party’s pledge to 
support the building of new 
grammar schools, in areas 
where there is a local demand 
for them. 

The Conservative Party said 
it would back an increase in 
grammar schools places, accord¬ 
ing to population growth. 

Adam Holloway, who repre¬ 
sents Gravesham, and Michael 
Fallon, MP for Sevenoaks, 
backed the announcement, 
which followed an embarrassing 
period of in-fighting for the 
Tories. 

Shadow education secretary 
David Willetts started the row 
when he criticised grammar 
schools, saying they were of 
little benefit to children from 
poorer backgrounds. 

Mr Fallon said: “I have always 
been a strong supporter of gram¬ 
mar schools and I’m delighted 
David Cameron recognised Kent 
and Buckinghamshire can have 
new grammar school places 
where needed.” 


The MP wants a new 
grammar school campus in 
Sevenoaks to reduce the time, 
cost and environmental damage 
of pupils having to travel 
to Dartford, Tonbridge and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Mr Holloway added: 
“However, there is the issue of 
setting up what needs to be put 
in place at every school. 

“Every parent knows that 
children do best when they 
are engaged at the right level of 
ability. So we want to see setting 
in every single school.

Tony 
Blair promised it in 1997, 
but it hasn’t happened.

Gareth Johnson, the Tories’

Dartford, said: “I used my 
grammar school education to 
build on a modest background 
and I want to see children in 
Dartford given the same oppor¬ 
tunities I was given.”

Mr Gregory said he was invited to the 
Leicester Square premiere of Flyboys, but 
would rather see it in his own time. 

He learned to fly when he joined the RAF in 
1941 and has been in love with taking to the 
skies ever since. 

About WWII, he said: “It was scary I don’t 
like being shot at and I was shot at a lot We 
were fighters, so at least we could shoot back.” 

The grandfather-of-two, from Blackfield in 
Hampshire, refuses to say how many 
Germans he killed during the war, but added 
he was awarded the DFC medal for “killing 
lots of people”. 

He joined the Great War Display Team. “I 
am obsessed by flying,” he said. “I will fly 


anything, but the SE5A is the best fighter 
plane Britain ever made. 

“There are nine guys in the team - they are 
all young chaps and I am getting a bit past it 
- but I still love it and will keep doing it as 
long as I can. 

‘We create quite a good dogfight when we 
get cracking.” 

The Biggin Hill air show included breath¬ 
taking routines by the RAF Red Arrows and 
Blades aerobatic display teams, as well as dis¬ 
plays by Tornados, Spitfires, Chinook helicop¬ 
ters and the new Typhoon fighter.

on the eve of the annual Party Conference. 

The meeting featured high-profile speak¬ 
ers such as Mr Shinwell and parliamentary 
colleagues Harold Laski, Edith Summerskill 
and Herbert Morrison - the late grandfa¬ 
ther of Labour’s Peter Mandelson. 

Alongside these politicians, the 
Snowdown Colliery Welfare Male Voice 
Choir performed to rally party members. 

The details have come to light thanks to 
the donation of a 60-year-old programme 
from the 46th Annual Labour Party 
Demonstration, held in the Lido, 
Margate, on the May 25, 1947, to the 
Cliftonville Labour office. 

Darren Treadwell, an assistant at the 
Labour Party Archive, said: “The demonstra¬ 
tion was the evening before the conference. 

“It was basically a rally where the 
‘usual suspects’ would have had a chance 
to raise morale. 

“The presence of the Welsh colliery choir 
was probably due to the fact that the 1947 
conference was the first to be held after the 


nationalisation of the mining industry.” 

The need to raise party members’ spirits 
was important for the party leadership 
because conferences used to play a huge role 
in the formulation of Labour policy. 

Mr Treadwell explained: “In those days 
the members used to debate and vote - they 
had a say in the way the party was run.” 

Mr Shinwell left his position as in 1950 to 
take up a seat in Easington, Durham. 

He was later made Baron Shinwell of 
Easington, before his death in 1986 at the 
age of 102, making him the longest-lived 
British politician in history. 

Cllr Clive Hart of Thanet District Council 
said: “The gentleman who passed me the 
historic programme is a private person who 
doesn’t want to be named, but I can say he 
was present at the meeting in 1947. 

“His main concern was the document 
should be kept somewhere its historical sig¬ 
nificance would be appreciated.” 

The programme will now be displayed in 
the main meeting room of the new Labour 
house in Northdown Road, Margate.

Ad hair day for firm 


AN ADVERT for a product that 
used Kent Eurovision winner 
Cheryl Baker to claim it stopped 
hair loss has been criticised by 
watchdogs. 

Irish Response Ltd, which trad¬ 
ed as Lifes2Good, based in Radlett, 
Hertfordshire, ran ads for its 
Nourkrin product in newspapers. 

It claimed to stop loss of hair 
the natural way, but the 
Advertising Standards Authority 
slammed the ad and ordered the 
company to stop implying it 
“could reverse permanent hair 
loss”.The ad was headed “Are you 
worried by thinning hair? I was”. 

The ad featured a photo of 
Cheryl Baker, who lives in 
Sevenoaks. Follow-up literature 
sent to people who contacted the 
firm comprised a letter and a 
leaflet. The letter stated 
“Nourkrin reduces hair loss and 
promotes existing hair growth.” 

The front page of the leaflet again featured 
a photograph of the Bucks Fizz star and the 
text stated “Nourkrin was the natural answer 
to my thinning hair”, “100 per cent natural” 
and “Nourkrin nourishes thinning hair and 
promotes existing hair growth.” 

The ASA received a complaint that the ad 
misleadingly implied the product could help 
prevent hair loss and the Authority chal¬ 


lenged whether it implied the 
product could help regrow hair. 

It found against the company 
on both counts. 

Lifes2Good said Nourkrin 
helped to protect and nourish 
hair and encouraged re-growth 
of existing but damaged hair; it 
argued it did not claim the prod¬ 
uct would restore permanently 
lost hair. 

But the ASA said: “We under¬ 
stood that hair loss could either 
be a temporary and reversible 
process of hair shedding, or a 
permanent state of hair loss in 
an area. 

“Our expert explained the type 
of hair loss described in the 
Cheryl Baker ad would be 
described clinically as telogen 
effluvium - common in women 
after childbirth and largely 
reversible without intervention. 

“Our expert examined eight studies sub¬ 
mitted by Lifes2Good but concluded the sci¬ 
entific data was not of sufficient quality to 
determine whether or not Nourkrin 
worked.” 

It added: “Although we acknowledged 
Lifes2Good had not intended to imply the 
product could reverse permanent hair loss, 
we asked them to amend their marketing 
communications to avoid that implication.”

A NEW radio station is due to 
hit the airwaves next month and 
it will pay tribute to one of Kent’s 
first pirate broadcasters. 

Fisherman Tom Pepper launched the 
original Radio Invicta in June, 1964, from 
the old abandoned Maunsell forts on Red 
Sands in the Thames Estuary. 

But just six months later Tom, whose real 
named was Harry Featherbee, was killed 
when his 36ft boat sank after delivering 
supplies to the radio station built into one 
of the anti-aircraft outposts. 

Audience 

Now Radio Invicta is set to rise from the 
waves once more as veteran broadcaster 
Bob Le-Roi takes to the medium airwaves 
once more, this time under the name Red 
Sands Radio. 

Bob said: ‘We are putting a lot of our own 
money into getting this station on the air 
for an initial 10 days. 

‘We have asked for some local council 
help and lottery assistance and are keeping 
our fingers crossed. If all that happens we 
could be on air for a lot longer. 

‘We will be paying tribute to the early 
radio stations and include some of their 
programmes. But we will be playing a mix 
- the best of yesterday and today.” 

He said the station will be on air support¬ 
ing the famous Whitstable Oyster Festival 
plus seasonal festivals and events along the

north Kent coast when the mics open on 
July 14. 

Bob said: ‘We will be different because I 
think local radio has lost its way and mere¬ 
ly plays lip-service to being local when local¬ 
ness is a major potential audience builder.

Sp eed camera 
numbers top

MORE than 100 speed cam¬ 
eras are now on the lookout 
for motorists driving too 
fast or jumping red lights 
around the county. 

Whereas in 2003 there were 73 
cameras, there are now 109 watching 
the county’s roads. 

And the amount of money they 
generate has gone up. In 2002-03, 
Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership collected £1.9 million in 
fines from motorists. That figure has 
nearly doubled to £3.7m for 2006-07. 

Paul Smith, founder of 
SafeSpeed.org.uk, told Kent on 
Sunday that speed cameras were not 
working and should be taken down. 

Safety 

“We’ve done more and more and 
more with speed cameras and we 
haven’t seen any road safety 
improvement that you can measure 
in terms of the number of people that 
are dying. 

“Road deaths aren’t going down 
and they should be. This is a policy 
that has failed.” 

Mr Smith has come up with nation¬ 
al Scrap Speed Cameras Week, start¬ 
ing on June 24, to increase pressure 
on the Government to remove the 
devices. 

It is timed to coincide with the end 
of a petition he has organised on the 
10 Downing Street website, calling 
for an end to the cameras. More than 
25,000 people have signed the peti¬ 
tion. 

He added: “Speed cameras have 
failed as a road safety policy. We now 
must scrap them for safety’s sake.”

SNAP HAPPY: More cameras can

Safety Camera Partnership and the 
Highways Agency revealed the num¬ 
ber of cameras has shot up in Kent in 
the last four years. 

There are currently 78 fixed cam¬ 
eras, three cameras at red lights, 
seven mobile camera vans operating 


across 63 sites and 21 sets of SPECS 
cameras, which calculate drivers’ 
average speed. 

KoS counted each SPECS device as 
one camera. They in fact normally 
have three cameras each - one per 
lane. 

In November 2003, Kent had 64 
fixed cameras and nine mobiles 
working across 61 sites. 

Launched in July, 2002, Kent and 
Medway Safety Camera Partnership 
is made up of Kent County Council, 
Medway Council, the Highways 
Agency, Kent Police and Her 
Majesty’s Courts Service. 

Rachel Wall, spokeswoman for the 
partnership, said the number of peo¬ 
ple killed or seriously injured at cam¬ 
era sites across the county has been 
cut by 58.3 per cent in the last five 
years. 

She said the overall number of 
casualties, including slight injuries, 
has fallen 35.5 per cent - or 394 
fewer injuries a year. 

Mrs Wall said: “The partnership 
makes no apologies for its cameras - 
these figures speak for themselves 
and prove that safety cameras are 
saving lives. 

“The easiest way to scrap cameras 
is for everyone to stay within the 
legal speed limit and then cameras 
would not be needed.” 

She added: “As two people a week 
are killed on our roads I would be 
interested to see what Safe Speed 
suggest to reduce this carnage.” 

Motorists are given a 10 per cent, 
plus 2mph tolerance level before they 
are photographed by cameras, said 
Mrs Wall. 

Only one in four cameras are live at 
any one time and their location is 
listed on the partnership’s website.

‘Car is king’ claim 

the Greens in cy cle 
training fees row 


A SENIOR county councillor has 
denied the authority’s attitude to 
transport policies is “car is king”, 

writes Jamie McGinnes. 

Cllr Keith Ferrin, cabinet member for 
highways, said the claim by the Kent Green 
Party was “nonsense”. 

The Greens have criticised Kent County 
Council for charging parents for schemes to 
train their children to use bicycles. 

Talking in the run-up to Green Transport 
Week and National Bike Week, which both 
started yesterday, they said the council should 
be giving the service for free. The party said it 
showed KCC do not care about providing safe 
environmentally-fnendly transport. 

But Cllr Ferrin said the council was 
involved in a range of initiatives to help com¬ 
bat climate change. 

Stuart Jeffery, spokesman for the Kent 
Green Party, said: “Cycling is one of the most 
environmentally-friendly forms of transport 
possible and must be encouraged for people 
of all ages. In recent years we have seen ris¬ 
ing casualty rates for cyclists - why then 
does KCC not want to promote safe cycling? 

“Clearly the answer is that they do not care 
for safe, green transport. It appears that as 
far as our Conservative-run county council is 
concerned, the car is king.” 

Children are trained to use bicycles under 
the KentRider Safer Cycling Scheme, which 
costs £142,000 to run - 0.01 per cent of 


KCC’s £1.1 billion annual education budget, 
said the Kent Greens. 

At the same time, cycling deaths have risen 
in the UK by 10 per cent from 2004 to 2005. 

About 7,000 youngsters use the scheme, 
which was paid for out KCC’s highways budg¬ 
et, Cllr Ferrin said. The £15 cost per child was 
not unreasonable and the council could not 
afford to subsidise the service, he said. 

KCC had several green projects, including 
a current pilot to encourage more school chil¬ 
dren to use public transport with free bus 
passes, the councillor added. Kent is one of 
the few areas in the country where bus use is 
up, Cllr Ferrin said. 

‘We are actually doing an awful lot, some of 
it which has yet to emerge in the public gaze.” 

He added: “The survey work we’ve done 
demonstrates good public transport is as 
important to people in Kent as using their 
cars. The car is not king. The car is one part 
of a dual monarchy as far as I’m concerned.” 

Cllr Ferrin said KCC was spending £7.3 
million supporting bus services that would 
not be able to run otherwise. 

KCC has already been criticised this year 
by environmental campaigners over plans to 
build a £7m road maintenance depot on 
green belt land at Wrotham. 

The Kent branch of the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England said KCC was acting like an 
“environmental villain” with the proposals. It 
warned the scheme could make it easier for 
greenfield developments to go ahead in future 
in the county - which the council denies.

A COUNCILLOR has been 
criticised after claiming 
children of asylum seekers 
were allowed to carry 
knives at school. 

Cllr Nigel Collor, a Tory cabinet 
member of Dover District Council, 
made the comments on an internet 
forum. 

His remarks have been con¬ 
demned by local Liberal Democrats, 
who called for him to resign. 

But he said he was referring to a 
situation that existed in the town 
six to eight years ago. 

A recent online discussion on the 
www.doverforum.com site began by 
focusing on Conservative in-fighting 
over grammar schools. 

It led to Cllr Collor claiming that 
asylum seekers’ children had got 
away with carrying knives at 
schools in Dover. 

He wrote on the website: “When 
we had a number of asylum seeker 
children in local schools, a young lad 
came up to me in the street and 
asked why these children were 
allowed to disrupt lessons and carry 
knives at school when others with 
English as their first language 
would have been in detention or

expelled for it.” 

Lib Dem Antony Hook, said Cllr 
Collor should resign over the com¬ 
ments. 

“Nigel Collor is suggesting that 
teachers have turned a blind eye to 
the criminal offence of carrying a 
knife and they treat children 
differently because of their national 
background,” he said. 

However, Cllr Collor, who is Dover 
council’s cabinet member for access 


and property management, told KoS 
he had been referring to a situation 
in the late 1990s and early 2000s. 

“I have at no time made any alle¬ 
gations that our teachers, who do an 
excellent job and have my full sup¬ 
port, were ignoring this,” he added. 

But he said he now regretted 
bringing up the claims on the 
www.doverforum.com site. 

“Obviously, in hindsight you think 
‘Oh God, all this over just quoting 
something that happened six to 
eight years ago, it might have been 
better not to have put it on there’. 

“That’s a period in Dover’s history 
that’s way behind us now. Dover’s 
moving forward and we’re getting 
somewhere.” 

Conflict in the Balkans led to a 
dramatic increase in the number of 
asylum seekers coming through 
Dover in the late 1990s - and rising 
tensions in the town. 

In August 1999, Kent County 
Council warned the Government of 
a ‘tinder box’ atmosphere in Dover. 

Cllr Collor said tensions in the 
town had now abated. 

“There is no problem with that in 
Dover now. This is behind us. 

“Yes, we’ve got a lot of foreign 
nationals in the town - Eastern 
Europeans and that - but they’re 
hard-working people.” 

Dover District Council preferred 
not comment on Cllr Collor’s 
remarks. 


Marlowe Theatre off to flying 
start in £6m upgrade project 


THE first £250,000 to help pay for 
the new Marlowe Theatre has come 
from a local company.

The redevelopment of the Marlowe 
Theatre is an inspirational project and 
will create a centre of excellence for the 
performing arts for the whole region. 

“The generous support of Crown 
Products is wonderful and encouraging 
news and we hope this gift will inspire 
others to become further involved.”

CITY LOFT 
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Wife continues asbestos battle 


THE widow of a man who died 
after being exposed to asbestos at 
an oil refinery is appealing to his 
former colleagues to help with a 
compensation claim. 

Wilf Human, 82, from Strood, 
worked on the BP site on the Isle 
of Grain for more than 20 years. 
He died from the cancer mesothe¬ 
lioma in January, 2005. 


His wife Edna, 79, promised him 
she would fight for compensation. 

She believes her husband devel¬ 
oped cancer after being exposed to 
asbestos used to lag pipes. 

Mesothelioma can take decades to 
develop, but most sufferers die with¬ 
in 12 months once it has emerged. 

A BP spokesman said the claim 
would be looked at sympathetically.

A DESCENDANT of a Dutch 
admiral who led an audacious 
17th century naval raid on 
ships moored in Kent waters is 
visiting the scene of the attack. 

Mr de Ruyter de Wildt, whose ances¬ 
tor was Admiral Michiel Adriaansz de 
Ruyter, is among a delegation attending 
a special conference being held at the 
Historic Dockyard Chatham on Thursday. 

Organised by the Dutch to commemo¬ 
rate the 400th anniversary of de 
Ruyter’s birth, delegates will re-visit the 
location of the Battle of Chatham - 
better know to the English as the Raid 
on the Medway. 

They will tour the River Medway on 
the paddle steamer Kingswear Castle, 
past various sites connected to the raid, 
followed by a lunch and mini-sympo¬ 
sium where views on the event and its 
meaning today will be discussed. 

Several members of the Armed Forces, 
academics and history teachers from the 
Netherlands and Britain will take part. 

The Raid on the Medway, in June, 
1667, is seen by historians as the Navy’s 
worst-ever defeat and a national disaster. 

A fleet commanded by de Ruyter 
caused havoc in the space of less than a 
week - burning three capital ships - the 
Royal James, Royal Oake and Loyal 
London - and 10 smaller vessels. 

To rub salt into England’s wounds, 
they confiscated the Navy’s flagship, 
Royal Charles, as well as another war¬ 
ship, the Unity. 

Light-hearted 

But Weijer Losecaat Vermeer, 
spokesman for the Dutch Embassy in 
London, told Kent on Sunday the episode 
was down-played in English history. 

“The truth was it was a major historic 
event which the English try to play down 
a little bit by calling it a raid rather than 
a battle.” 

He said that Thursday’s event would 
allow for a lively debate. 

“The idea is to square this off - to see 
the English side and the Dutch side and 
open it up to discussion.” 

But he added: “I don’t think anyone 
will take offence at what happened 
nearly 400 years ago. It will probably be 
quite light-hearted.” 

Mr de Ruyter de Wildt was guest of hon¬ 
our at the 300th anniversary of the raid on 
the Medway in 1967. The Royal Dutch 
Navy arranged for his arrival at Chatham 
by Dutch naval vessels HrMS Holland 
and HrMS Fret from Den Helder. 

He was also given a bullet that had 
been picked from the walls of Upnor 
Castle and supposedly fired from the 
Dutch fleet during the raid.

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The challenge 
of compassion 

THERE is not too much debate over the 
fact that Kent has had more than its fair 
share of difficulties coping with the influx 
of asylum seekers and refugees in the 
recent past. 

Unfortunately the social and financial 
problems caused can sometimes leave us 
hardened to cases of real and genuine 
need. 

But the outpouring of support from Kent 
on Sunday readers for 19-year-old Husien 
Panahi, and cricket coach Hartley Alleyne 
shows we have not lost our sense of 
compassion. 

These two very different individuals have 
made themselves loved and valued 
members of their community. 

Both of them have tried to give as much 
back to society as they have taken from it. 

The challenge to the authorities is now to 
show as much common sense and decency 
as the Kent public. 

Welcome defeat 

A CONTROVERSIAL attempt by MPs to 
become exempt from the Freedom of 
Information Act was scuppered by a total 
lack of support in the House of Lords. 

The Private Member’s Bill put forward 
by Tory MP David Maclean would have 
meant Parliament no longer had to answer 
FOI requests. 

Once again, the Peers have shown their 
worth. 

Their decision on Wednesday not to 
support this retrograde proposal is good 
news for British democracy.

WHEN speed cameras were first 
introduced, drivers were promised 
they would only be placed in ‘acci¬ 
dent blackspots’ which, at the 
time, were not officially defined. 

And by the time the requirement 
for a camera was set at four colli¬ 
sions in which someone is killed or 
seriously injured or eight personal 
injury collisions over a three-year 
period, it was too late - the number 
of cameras had already grown. 

The first cameras were put up in 
1994 and by early this decade there 
were 78 fixed and 63 mobile sites. 

Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership say that 
there have been massive casualty 
reductions due to the devices - 53 
per cent last year alone.

- cameras aren’t 
cost effective’ 


But they are only able to make 
their claims by skewing the statis¬ 
tics. 

For instance, if you take the 
A258 Dover to Deal road, which 
has regrettably just had its third 
fatality in six months, (the latest

have been claimed. 

On a road carrying 15,000 vehi¬ 
cles per day, or 16,425,000 jour¬ 
neys over three years, that is an 
accident rate of one in 283,190 - 
or 0.0004 per cent. 

The same test can be carried out 
on any road with a camera site 
and you will find, in most cases, 
the number of vehicles per day 
has been ignored in the calcula¬ 
tion - inflating the accident 
reduction figures. 

Cameras cost in the region of 
£35,000-40,000 and about 
£10,000 a year to run. 

With accidents resulting in 
injuries comparatively rare, they 
are simply not cost-effective. 

Recent UK road deaths statis¬ 
tics from the Department for 


Transport show that they do 
nothing to significantly lower 
casualty rates. 

Prior to the camera empire being 
set up, the rates were coming down 
at about five to six per cent a year 
nationally, and have levelled out 
since 1993-94, giving an overall 
drop of around 0.8 per cent. 

If you remove those drivers 
caught in Kent by SPECS aver¬ 
age speed cameras from the part¬ 
nership’s figures, then cameras 
have become a highly expensive 
measure when you consider 
Vehicle Activated Signs cost as lit¬ 
tle as £5,000 each and can 
arguably do the job just as effec¬ 
tively. Kent County Council is 
likely to install 10 such signs this 
year at a cost of £50,000. 



Politicians and policy makers 
are obsessed with the view that 
reducing speed is all-important - 
to the detriment of other road 
safety factors. 

Nationally, 2.3 million drivers 
were booked for speeding last 
year, earning £120 million for the 
Government and camera enforce¬ 
ment has become an industry, 
earning lucrative sums for part¬ 
nerships and suppliers. 

KCC, through Kent Highways, 
is constantly lowering speed lim¬ 
its, thus bringing more and more 
safe drivers into the partnership’s 
net. The Kent Association of 
British Drivers challenges them 
to have a total rethink on policies 
for our roads. 

Councillors have come up with 
promising schemes such as free 
bus passes for young people, but 
hand in hand with that, they 
should be helping improve 
motorists’ skills. 

Promoting advanced driving 
courses, for example, would vastly 
improve individual skills. Driver 
skills is the one factor that is rou¬ 
tinely ignored, no doubt because it 
would mean paying out, as 
opposed to more money - in the 
form of speeding fines - coming in.

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Subaru holds out for cavalry

LIKE the cavalry riding to the res¬ 
cue, a diesel will soon be available 
in Subaru models. 

In the meantime, the Japanese brand’s line¬ 
up will resemble a Slim Pickens/Walter 
Brennan ‘old coot’ western movie stereotype, 
fighting off Indians while picking arrows from 
a battered Stetson. 

The switch to diesel has left Subaru trailing 
badly, harming sales in the UK and Europe 
and undoubtedly restricting the appeal of 
the new seven-seat Tribeca SUV (sports utili¬ 
ty vehicle). 

Subaru might have bought an off-the-shelf 
diesel as a quick fix, such as VWs ubiquitous 
2.0 TDI, but conventional engines will not sit 
properly in the engine bays of current Subarus. 

It is all down to Subaru’s commitment to 
engines using horizontally opposed cylinders; 
the brand’s low slung rally-bred ‘boxer’ petrol 
units have become famous for reliability, 
free-revving and power, but they have also 
forced the firm’s engineers to design a diesel 
alternative from scratch using the limited 
funds of a car company that is modestly sized 
in global terms - though Toyota may yet make 
a takeover bid. 

With the exception of the new Tribeca, no 


other car in the line-up has suffered the lack of 
a diesel more than the Forester. 

It is a distinctive product based on the view 
that some SUV buyers might actually want 
something more like an estate car with decent 
ground clearance and modest off-road ability. 

With its lengthy overhangs front and back, it 
is clear that the Forester would not get you far 
when the going gets tough, but it is a rugged 
looking estate and despite being on the market 
for 10 years, still looks right for the job in hand. 

The interior is typically durable Subaru, if 
rather dull, and the dashboard is well arranged. 

Headroom is excellent and space good gener¬ 


ally, though legroom in the back is disappoint¬ 
ing considering the proportions of the car. 

But there are pleasant surprises too: specifi¬ 
cations are generous even on the lowliest X 
specification model we tested and the car’s on¬ 
road manners belie the high profile and 
squared-off styling. 

The all-wheel drive, willing engine and quick 
gearbox of the 156bhp 2.0-litre test car soon 
inspired a lively style. 

There is a hairier engine option too - the 
227bhp turbocharged models with a 0-60mph 
time of 5.7 seconds. 

But there is no diesel and if you drive the

petrol models as you feel you want to, then you 
will decimate the fuel consumption and even the 
official consumption figures are unimpressive. 

Here lies the root of the brand’s problem 
with its SUVs and the silky-looking Legacy 
saloons and estates - not such a hassle for the 
more manic Impreza sports saloon/liftback 
models and aspiring owners. 

So, until the diesel rides to the rescue, Subaru 
has to draw the circled wagons ever tighter.

Toyota RAV4 


DEPENDING on your stance, 
Toyota takes the credit or the 
blame for driving British car buy¬ 
ers SUV-crazy. 

It did so by launching the first RAV4 in 1994. 
Here was a 4x4 that was compact yet rugged 
and decent enough to drive on-road, while still 
capable of crossing a muddy field. 

The car’s performance and handling was so 
good for what was later to become the SUV 
(sports utility vehicle) sector that it was soon 
dubbed the ‘4x4 GTI’. 

Quality imitators followed and outsold it, but 
the RAV remained the benchmark and Toyota 
raised the bar in 2000 with a stylish Mk II, 
superseded last year by an even slicker Mk III. 

All the old RAV hallmarks have been 
retained: style, driver enjoyment, quality and 
robust Toyota engineering. 

There is little pretence at off-road perform¬ 
ance now though and I fear that the package 
has lost some of its value for money. It is still a 
cracking car, but prices now start at over 
£19,000 - Toyota has yet to follow earlier prac¬ 
tice by offering a wallet-friendly three-door 
version.

And if one needs a clearer signal of Toyota’s 
intentions to go upmarket with what is effec¬ 
tively now a sporty 4x4 sub-brand, then check 
out the sleek T180 flagship. It might have a 
more powerful engine, all the toys and no dis¬ 
figuring spare wheel slung off the tailgate, but 
it costs a hefty £27,000-plus. 

Even Toyota might now be worried it has 
overcooked things a little, since it recently 
launched a value-added XT-R ‘special edition’ 


to head off the appeal of new rivals such as 4x4 
versions of Nissan’s smart and competent new 
Qashqai. 

Nevertheless, just test driving the latest 
RAV4 might spark an urge to buy; few SUVs 
feel so right on first encounter. 

The high driving position argues that the car 
should yield on the bends or hammer your fill¬ 
ings and kidneys if it doesn’t, yet the RAV real¬ 
ly does handle more like a sporty hatchback - 


a trick the RAV perfected two generations ago, 
yet some rivals have still to match. 

Our mid-range XT4 2.2-litre diesel test car, 
loaned by Motorline Toyota in Ashford, also 
felt refined and it is no wonder that few buy¬ 
ers now opt for the 2.0-litre petrol alternative 
- there is hardly any performance difference 
between the two, yet the diesel averages about 
lOmpg extra. 

A smooth six-speed gearshift aids the sporty

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feel of the car and promotes good motorway 
refinement for this class - this is an SUV that 
truly rivals mainstream family models. 

XT4 specification brings traction and stabil¬ 
ity control to enhance the RAVs handling 
prowess, as well as electric sunroof, six-speak- 
er/six-CD MP3 compatible sound system, dual 
zone climate control, glovebox-cum-cooler cab¬ 
inet, leather seats, alloys and front foglights. 

There has been a real hike in style and qual¬ 
ity inside and out; the dashboard and facia 
plastics are much better than before and the 
layout improved. 

The ridiculous cutaway 
door pockets on the 
previous model 
have also given 
way to sen¬ 
sible ones 


that prevent items falling through the gap 
between top and bottom. 

However, some weaknesses remain: the lat¬ 
est RAV still feels cramped for rear legroom 
and boot space against powerful rivals like the 
Honda CR-V. 

As the long-term owner of a Mk II, I was also 
surprised by Toyota’s decision to carry over the 
restrictive side opening 
tailgate; if you ever w£ 
to move a chest of dra\ 
ers or other bulky item 


then you will end up swear¬ 
ing, as I do. 

Toyota cites safety rea¬ 
sons for not allowing 
the tailgate to swing 
wide and obstruct the 
rear reflectors and 
lights with the spare 
wheel housing, but 
other manufacturers 
seem to have got 
around the problem. 

But it is a sign of the new RAVs appeal 
that such a detail is my only real complaint; 
even if it has started to become expensive, it 
remains one of the most charismatic and reli¬ 
able SUVs on the road.

NEW motorcycle licence test arrangements 
next year have sparked a campaign to encour¬ 
age bikers to gain their full licence earlier. 

The Motor Cycle Industry Association (MCI) 
says the EU-inspired Second European Driving 
Licence Directive or 2DLD, planned for launch 
in September, 2008, could have a negative effect 
on would-be motorcyclists taking their tests. 

The MCI claims UK riders are already the 
best trained non-vocational road users in 
Britain, yet new proposals will add a demanding 
new manoeuvring test at ‘super test centres’. 

The new element, including a slalom, figure 
of eight, hazard avoidance and cornering skills 
are designed to help riders understand more 
about the capabilities of their machines, but 
the MCI is worried the test will cost more, drive 
up training fees, concentrate test centres in 
fewer locations and create longer waiting lists. 

MCI spokesman Craig Carey-Clinch said: 
“The last time major changes to the motorcycle 
test were brought in, back in 1997, we saw a 
huge rise in the number of people taking their 
test before the changes and a reduction imme¬ 
diately after. We expect history to repeat itself. 

“Over the coming months, we plan to raise 
awareness about the 2DLD legislation and 
promote the benefits of getting on two wheels 
in order to motivate those who don’t have a full 
motorcycle licence to get one now.”

• Free insurance - check that any no¬ 
claims bonus can be transferred after the 
first free year. 

• Specification - if you pay top price, make 
sure you are getting the latest model.

• Extras - check that the price you pay 
includes any additional security features, 
road tax, number plates and fuel.

ANDY ‘The Viking 5 Fordham has 
revealed the extent of the damage 
to his body from a stroke that left 
him hospitalised earlier this year. 

The larger-than-life former world darts 
champion collapsed just moments before he 
was due to go on stage at the BDO’s Lakeside 
World Darts Championship in January. 

Now, six months on, he has revealed doctors 
have issued him with a stark ultimatum - 
“drink again and your liver will go into 
meltdown”. 

He also admitted doctors were forced to 
drain 18 litres of fluid from his lungs when he 
was admitted to hospital - but that initial 
efforts failed as they could not find a needle 
long enough to go through his bulk. 

The former landlord of The Rose pub at 
Dartford explains: “I still cannot throw darts 
properly, although hopefully in a few more 
months I’ll be able to, but it’s going to be hard. 

Slur 

“The stroke was on the right side of the 
brain which affected the left side of my body 
and I still slur a little bit, but nowhere near as 
much as I did.” 

Fordham went from dart circuit favourite to 
national hero when he won the 2004 BDO world 
crown - his 30-stone frame, long hair, and catchy 
nickname elevating him into a household name. 

By the time he went on Celebrity Fit Club to 
shed some weight and revealed he once 
downed more than 60 bottles of beer in one 
evening to celebrate his wedding anniversary, 
his fame was assured. 

But he was to never capitalise on his darts 
success, despite a growing media career.

A pay-per-view Sky TV clash with rival PDC 
world champ Phil ‘The Power’ Taylor 
in 2004 ended prematurely after Fordham col¬ 
lapsed under the heat of the lights. 

And his return to Lakeside for the 2005 and 
2006 BDO events were disappointing too - 
with two first-round exits creating some 
unwelcome history for a former champion. 

The 45-year-old’s stroke earlier this year 
proved shocking not only for his fans, but the 
big man himself. 

He added in the interview in the Guardian 
newspaper: “I had no idea quite how bad 
things were. People were leaving the hospital 
in tears and the doctor was telling me how my 
lung had become squashed into nothing due 
to all the fluid. 


“They wanted to put a needle in my back to 
drain it oft but they didn’t have one long enough. 

“But my liver’s on its last legs. I can’t drink 
again ever. At least not with this liver.” 

And he says he’s not had one beer since he 
collapsed on January 8. 

Just don’t expect a return to the darts cir¬ 
cuit anytime soon. 

Fordham added: “The last time I picked up 
the darts was two months ago. 

“I was useless at first but started to 
improve. But I get bored playing on my own 
and don’t want to play against anyone else 
just yet.”

NAOMI Cavaday will learn on Friday 
just who she will face at Wimbledon 
later this month. 

The Chislehurst teenager is tipped 
for big things in the game and pulled 
off one of the biggest wins of her 
career when she sent a player world 
ranked 182 places above her crashing 
out of the DFS Classic in 
Birmingham this week. 

But her focus will be on impress¬ 
ing on the biggest stage of all, after 
it was confirmed she is one of just 
eight women to get entry into the 
first round at Wimbledon. 

Cavaday, 18, said: “I really enjoy 
the grass.

At the Wimbledon warm-up event, 
Cavaday, ranked 243 in the world, 
demolished Russian Vasilisa Bardina 
6-2, 6-1 in the first round - but was 
then defeated in straight sets in 
round two by Marion Bartoli. 

She was, however, the best perform¬ 
ing British player in the women’s 
tournament - as her compatriots 
crashed out in the opening round. 


Cavaday is no stranger to the courts 
of SW19. Last year she competed in 
the main draw for the first time and 
lost in the first round - but not before 
gaining admiring glances as she 
slipped 6-4,7-5 to world number 19, Ai 
Sugiyama. 

She then reached the quarter-finals of 
the junior tournament at Wimbledon. 

The full first-round draw for 
Wimbledon takes place on Friday and 
the tournament begins on June 25.

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‘Maybe I should 
have been fitter’ 


PETER BILLS talks to former Kent and England 
all-rounder RICHARD ELLISON about his days 
playing for the county, and life outside the game 


H E had run up and bowled with 
that familiar rhythm at every 
Kent ground for many years. 
But the day Richard Ellison 
went to Tunbridge Wells in 
June, 1991, it was as though he was able 
to make the birds sing in the trees around 
the Nevill Ground. 

Kent’s seam and swing bowler exploited the condi¬ 
tions that day with devastating effect. After Kent had 
made 352 in their first innings on the first day of a 
Championship match, Warwickshire plunged from 23- 
1 to 83 all out in one of the most dramatic mornings 
ever seen on a Kent ground. 

“You recall strange, small details,” said Ellison. “I 
remember the breeze wasn’t coming from the conven¬ 
tional place that day [over the Bluemantles stand] but 
from behind second slip at the pavilion end. 

“In fact, the ball didn’t swing that much, but it did 
just enough. From what I remember, there were four 
lbw’s and some nicks to slip. It turned out to be my best 
ever figures for Kent, 7-33 from 14 overs.”

A las for Kent, none of their bowlers 
could repeat Ellison’s first innings 
heroics when Warwickshire went in a 
second time. They made 389-4 and 
saved the match comfortably. But Ellison was 
in the midst of what he calls “a purple patch” 
at that time. 

‘We’d played Middlesex at Lord’s in the 
previous game and I’d taken 4-39 in the first 
innings and 5-77 in the second. Sometimes 
you just get the ball in the right place and 
players are committed to the shot. The move¬ 
ment occurs late and that is enough.” 

He says he always bowled to try to get 
wickets through catches at slip. “I’d leave a 
gap at extra cover to encourage the batsmen 
to have a go at me outside off stump. 

“You don’t mind going for a few fours in 
those circumstances because if the ball is 
moving, they will nick it.” 

Ellison, a product of Tonbridge School, 
made his Kent 1st XI debut in 1981 and 
played until 1993, taking 475 wickets for the 
county at an average of 28.99. But he always 
believes he failed to fulfil his potential in one 
respect, his batting. 

“Ironically, I’d joined the Kent staff as 


a batsman who bowled a bit,” he says. “But 
for whatever reason I was always trying to 
get myself fit enough to play as a bowler. 

“I probably overlooked my batting because 
when we were playing in those days, it was 
fairly relentless. You’d finish one match, pack 
up your stuff and jump in the car to the next 
venue where you started another game the 
next morning. 

“Perhaps I should have been fitter and 
could have worked harder. But then again, a 
lot of cricketers could say that.” 

E llison admits he loathed the restric¬ 
tions on run-ups which operated in 
his day in Sunday League matches. 
“You were only allowed a 15 yard run¬ 
up and I hated that. It totally wrecked any 
rhythm you tried to get from the longer form 
of the game.” 

He is too busy to watch much cricket these 
days. He is a full-time PE teacher at Millfield 
School in Somerset, runs a boys’ boarding 
house of 60 youngsters, coaches hockey and is 
in charge of first-team cricket. But he hopes 
to be at Canterbury Week later this summer, 
always one of the gems of the Kent season. 
So how does he reflect on those years when 


Kent came so close, so often, to winning 
trophies, only to see them them slip through 
their fingers every time? 

“I am disappointed when I look back at 
that,” he admits. “Whether we were chokers 
as some people have said, I don’t know. 

“I don’t think so. It’s just that cricket, especial¬ 
ly a one-day game, can change so quickly. One 
wicket or one catch can alter the entire match. 

“Enough people in our sides had enough 
experience to have closed out the deal on a 
few occasions. But for some reason it never 
quite happened. 

“It meant we didn’t win a thing in the time 
I was there. But players don’t set out to lose 
- everyone is trying to win. I guess it just 
turned out that way.” 

I t is also now 22 years since Richard 
Ellison was called up by England for the 
last two Tests of the 1985 Ashes series 
and proceeded to stun the Aussies by 
taking 17 wickets in those two games. 

He smiles at such good memories, but there’s 
an unmistakeable air about Richard Ellison 
that long ago he moved on in his life. Any dis¬ 
appointments during his cricket career have 
receded far into the depths of a busy life.

Needing a win at Tunbridge Wells to keep 
hopes of a Lord’s final alive, the Spitfires 
slumped to a 40-run defeat to the 
Gloucestershire Gladiators - their second 
straight defeat after a narrow two-run loss 
last Sunday to Hampshire; a match played 
in front of a sell-out crowd at the Nevill.

Players and officials were 
given a huge boost on 
Monday when it was con¬ 
firmed director of cricket 
Graham Ford had snubbed 
an offer by the Board of 
Control for Cricket in India 
(BCCI) of a one-year deal to 
take over the national side. 
Club chiefs strenuously 
denied to KoS claims 
made by senior BCCI 
officials Ford had ver¬ 
bally accepted the job 
after an interview in 
Chennai last weekend. 

BCCI treasurer N

asked Ford whether it 
was a question of ‘if and 
when’. He said it was only 
a matter of‘when’, giving an 
indication that he was inter¬ 
ested in the job. So it is a clear 
case that Ford later changed his 
mind.” 

Not according to Millman, 
who told KoS: “It simply is not
